"The fifty cents that a Cana«lian 
student gives to World University 
Service may mean nothing to him," 
said Lewis Pcrinbam, executive 
secretary of World University 
Service of Canada, on Wednesday 
night, "but that same fifty cents 
may mean the difference between 
life and death for a student in an- 
other land." 

Peribam was addressing a meet- 
ing of the Students' Executive 
Council. Also present ns guests of 
the Council were Agnes White, 
chairman of the McGill WUSC 
Committee, and Subroto, an Indo- 
nesian student and WUSC Scholar 
at McGill. 

Pcrinbam spoke of the WUS pro- 
gram, designed to bind the students 
of the world in a real fellowship. 
He said that there are three parts 
to the program: material assist- 
ance, education and travel, and re-

victims of disaster and oppression.

MCGILL SEGREGATION 



Montreal must be a sociologist's dream and 
a psychologist's night-mare. Sociologists, we 
understand, study groups. Psychologists study 
people. There is no such thing as o persoti in 
Montreal; everyone is simply a member of a 
group. He is either French or he is English. If 
he is English, he is 'Gentile or he is Jewish, and 
other Montrealers ask first what he is, then who 
he is. 

This classifying of people extends even to 
McGill. 

Segregation at this university take place on 
three level V in campus clubs, in fraternities and 
in unorganized social cliques. 

As regards the first level, the campus clubs, 
it is interesting to note that the aim of oppproxi- 
mately 36'/o of McGill clubs is segregation of a 
sort. There are at McGill eight Christian clubs 
and Iwc Jewish clubs. In addition there ore II 
notional clubs, whose membership is bosed pri- 
marily on nationality. 

Tlicre is nothing wrong with luzh organiza- 
tions; in themselves they fulfill a necessary func- 
tion. What is more to the point is the state of 
the remaining activities on campus which are 
supposedly non-segregdtional. Almost all have a 
reputation for being predominantly either Gen- 
tile or Jewish. The moment an organization be- 
comes known os being predominantly anything, 
the members of the opposite groups begin to steer 
clear of it. 

"Almost everyone in such and such a group 
is Gentile (or Jewish)" they say, "let's not join 
it." 

Among the activities that do not show evi- 
dence of this "notural" segregation, one finds 
that in general the balance in membership is 
carefully, artificially maintained by the club 
executive. We do not condemn them for this; it 
seems that some action of the sort is necessary. 

McGill fraternities bragged earlier this year 
that none of them have discriminatory clauses in 
their constitutions. But how does their rushing 
work in practice? How many Gentile fraternities 
on campus have Jewish members? How many 
Jewish ones accept Gentile pledges? 

Jewish women ot McGill do not receive from. 



gentile fraternities the initialinvi tat ions to teas 
that supposedly go out to ALL second year girls. 
Gentile girls are not invited to Jewish frot teas. 
The rushces handbook carefully but unostenta- 
tiously makes clear to all the girls which frats 
are Gentile, which Jewish. 

Again, we do not necessarily condemn. Fra- 
ternities have their alumnae to contend with. 
Each must decide for itself whether non-segrega- 
tion IS something worth fighting for.' Personally, 
we think it is. 

The worst offenders at the university, how- 
ever, ore the unorganized cliques, the closely- 
knit groups of Gentiles, or Jews, as the case may 
be, who will hove nothing to do with members of 
the other religion, v,in \v:il ostracize any meml>^ 
of their group who has the temerity to form a 
friendship with — or particularly to dote — such 
a person. It is these people who are responsible 
for the unofficial segregation of the fraternities 
and the semi -segregation of other campus or- 
ganizations. 

University students are supposed to be the 
more intelligent members of the general popu- 
laoce. Traditionally, they are idealistic; even 
hotheaded at times. If segregation prevails in 
college, is it any v/onder that it is also prevalent 
eUewhere? A university should be the one place 
above all others where people of different races 
and religions can mix, can get to know each 
other as human beings. One v.ould expect that 
social pressures against such contact would not 
be OS strong in college as they are outside. Yet 
at McGill parental and group pressures are suf- 
ficient to impose almost complete social segre- 
gation. 

We are not speaking to those Gentiles or 
Jews who ore so clique-bound that they can see 
no good qualities in members of the opposite re- 
ligion. These people ore undoubtedly incurable 
anyway. We speak to those who support, in the- 
ory, the principle of non-discnminotion, but find 
it more convenient in practice to give in to so- 
cial pressure. To them wo say only : there are 
some things worth fighting for. Isn't this one of 
them?
